In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are required to notify and warn 
the inhabitants of the Town of Hopedale qualified to vote in town affairs to 
meet on October 30, 1990 in the Dennett Auditorium of the Hopedale Junior/ 
Senior High School at 7:30 P.M. to act upon the following articles, which are 
required by the failure of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to fund local aid 
to its cities and towns for Fiscal Year 1991, namely: 


Article 1: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws as voted 
on April 5, 1982, under Chapter V, Section 3, by changing the amount in line 
two from "four thousand dollars" to "ten thousand dollars" as allowed under the 
"Uniform Procurement Act" as contained in M.G.L., Chapter 30B, with a mandatory 
implementation date of May 1, 1990, or take any action in relation thereto. 
(Board of Selectmen) 


Article 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town's Zoning By-Laws 
as adopted on June 11, 1979, and approved by the Attorney General on November 16, 
1979, as follows: 


Under Section 9.1 Earth Removal Restrictions; amend the term 
"Board of Selectmen" to Building Commissioner. 


Under Section 10.1 Enforcement; amend the term "Board of Selectmen" 
to "Building Commissioner". 


Under Section 10.1 (a); amend the term "Board of Selectmen" to 
"Building Commissioner", and any other section of these Zoning By-Laws 
which contain the term "Board of Selectmen" shall be amended to read 
"Building Commissioner", except under Section 10.3 Board of Appeals, or 
take any action in relation thereto. (Board of Selectmen) 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as 
adopted on June 11, 1973, and approved by the Attorney General on November 16, 
1973, as follows: 


By amending Section 10.6 Penalties from "be punished by a fine of not more 
than $25.00 for each offense" to "be punished by a fine of not more than $200.00 
for each offense", or take any other action in relation thereto. (Board of 
Selectmen) 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Road 
Commissioners, under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen, to raise the 
sum of $28,002.00 to be funded by state receipts under Chapter 15 of the Acts 
of 1988, or take any action in relation thereto. (Finance Committee) 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to engage the services of a private consultant to determine whether the 
disposition of the Water Department by sale or lease is in the best interest of 
the town; by evaluating all pertinent information including plant and financial, 
and providing said recommendation to the Board of Selectmen and a Town Meeting 
prior to proceeding with a sale, lease and an invitation to invite proposals, or 
take any action in relation thereto. (Board of Selectmen) 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Tow By-Laws, Chapter 
5, Section 6D, to conform with current State Law under Chapter 30B by striking 
the present wording: 


(d) Competitive bids shall be invited as follows: In the case 
of contracts for the performance of work or service for the Town, by 
advertisement in a newspaper published in the Town, or having a general 
circulation therein, three times at intervals of two days, the final 
publication to be at least seven days: before the time advertised for 
the opening of bids. 


Changing to the following: 


Competitive bids shall be published at least once not less than 
two weeks prior to the time specified for the receipt of bids in at least 
one newspaper of general circulation. This requirement shall be considered 
a minimum and nothing shall preclude publication outside the general area 
or more than once prior to receipt of bids. The same notice shall be 
posted by the Town Clerk on the town bulletin board in the Town Hall and 
shall contain the following minimum information: 


1. A statement of where, when and for how long IFB's may be obtained; 


2. A description of the supply or service desired (e.g., a summary of the 
detailed purchase description included in the IFB); 


3. A notice that your jurisdiction reserves the right to reject any or all 
bids; 


4. The identification of any board, committee, commission or other body 
which must approve the contract. 


Or take any action in relation thereto. (Board of Selectmen) 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Recycling Commission 
to oversee all aspects of a Town Recycling Program as allowed under Chapter 40, 
Section 8H of the Massachusetts General Laws by adopting said section, or take 
any action in relation thereto. (Board of Health) 


Article 8: To see if the town will vote to allow the Board of Health to 
require a mandatory recycling program for the Town, apply for any State Aid Grants 
that may be available, develop and implement a town wide educational program 
for recycling, or take any action in relation thereto. (Board of Health) 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to allow the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners to enter into a contract to provide the removal of composted 
material from the Town's Waste Water Treatment Plant for a period of 3 years, 

5 years, or not to exceed ten years, or take any action in relation thereto. 
(Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners) 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to allow any member of the Board 
of Road Commissioners to receive the same hourly compensation as paid to a 
Highway Laborer for snow removal operations and natural disasters, or take any 
action in relation thereto. (Board of Road Commissioners) 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to reconsider the appropriations 
made under Article 14 of the Special Town Meeting of June 26, 1990 as it relates 
to defraying town charges for the ensuing year, or take any action in relation 
thereto. (Finance Committee) 
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Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to reconsider the appropriation 
made under Article 15 of the Special Town Meeting of June 26, 1990 as it relates 
to the funding of a Reserve Fund for Fiscal Year 1991, or take any action in 
relation thereto. (Finance Committee) 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to fund additional various 
eligible capital expenditures through use of the Stabilization Fund for Fiscal 
Year 1991 as provided under Chapter 40, Section 5B of the Massachusetts General 
Laws, or take any other action in relation thereto. (Finance Committee) 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to amend Chapter III of the Town's 
By-Laws by adding a new Section 10, as follows: 


The Town Counsel or his/her designee shall represent the appropriate 
Town Board, Committee, and/or Commission in all collective bargaining 
negotiated between the Town and any recognized union representing any 
organized group of town employees where said final negotiated agreement 
will be brought before the Town Meeting for funding, or take any action 
in relation thereto. (Finance Committee)

aforesaid.

MINUTES 
SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


OCTOBER 30, 1990 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator Bernard J. Stock 
at 7:30 P.M. There being a quorum present and upon motion duly voted, dis- 
pensed with reading the Warrant. 


The Moderator appointed counters for the evening, swore them in and proceeded 
as follows: 


Article l: On a motion by Chairman of the Board of Selectman, Eugene 
Phillips, duly seconded, to see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By- 
Laws as voted on April 5, 1982, under Chapter V, Section 3, by changing the 
amount in line two from "four thousand dollars" to "ten thousand dollars" 
as allowed under the "Uniform Procurement Act" as contained in M.G.L., 
Chapter 30B, with a mandatory implementation date of May 1, 1990. 


After a brief discussion on this article the Moderator then called for a 
voice vote. Being unable to determine the vote of the meeting a standing 
vote was taken and the results were: 61 opposed and 69 in favor: motion carried. 


Article 2: On a motion made by Selectman Wagman, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to pass over this article. 


Article 3: On a motion made by Selectman Swift, duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted to pass over this article. 


Article 4: On a motion by Road Commissioner, Merwin Noyes, duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted to authorize the Board of Road Commissioners, under 
the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen, to raise the sum of $28,002.00 to 
be funded by state receipts under Chapter 15 of the Acts of 1988. 


Article 5: On a motion by Chairman of the Board of Selectman, Eugene 
Phillips, duly seconded, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of $5,000.00 to engage the services of a private consultant to determine 
whether the disposition of the Water Department by sale or lease is in the best 
interest of the town, by evaluating all pertinent information including plant 
and financial, and providing said recommendation to the Board of Selectmen and 
a future Town Meeting prior to proceeding with a sale, lease, or a request to 
invite proposals. 


A lengthy discussion ensued on the floor relative to the advantages and 
disadvantages of a private consultant. Also why the Board of Selectman has 
failed to make a decision on the sale or lease of the water department. 


After all parties had the opportunity to be heard, the Moderator called for 


a voice vote and being unable to determine the vote a standing vote was taken 
and the results were: 76 opposed and 76 in favor: tie vote: motion defeated. 
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Article 6: On a motion made by Selectman Swift, duly seconded, it was 
unanimously voted by voice vote to amend the Town By-Laws, Chapter 5, Section 
6D, to conform with current State Law under Chapter 30B by striking the present 
wording: 

(d) Competitive bids shall be invited as rollows: In the case

After all parties had the opportunity to be heard, the Moderator called for a 
voice vote which unanimously passed. 


Article ll: On a motion made by Finance Committee Chairman, Donald 
Comastra, moved to reconsider the appropriations made under Article 14 of the 
Special Town Meeting of June 26, 1990, by reducing previously approved budgets, 
as follows:

The motion was duly seconded, then Police Chief Edward Allard moved to amend 
the motion on the Police Dept. budget by 9,412.00 said funds to come from 
the reserve fund. The amended motion was seconded. 


Police Chiet Edward Allard spoke at length on Town Meeting floor on what 
effect this reduction will do to his department. 


Also School Committee member, Joseph Antonellis moved to amend the motion on 
the School Dept. budget by 19,000.00 said funds to come from reserve fund and 
Unemployment Compensation. $6,000.00 from the reserve fund and $13,000.00 
from Unemployment Compensation. The amended motion was seconded. 


Also School Committee member Joseph Antonellis spoke at length on Town Meeting 
floor on what effect this reduction will do to the School Dept. 
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The Moderator called for a five minute recess. 


The Meeting reconvened and after all town meeting members voiced their concerns 
the Moderator then called for a voice vote on the amended motion on the Police 
Department budget and being unable to determine the vote a standing vote was 
taken and the results were: 51 opposed and 84 in favor. Motion carried 


On the School Department the Moderator called for a voice vote on the amended 
motion on the School Department budget which unanimously passed. 


The main motion, as amended, unanimously passed by voice vote.

On a motion by Chairman Eugene Phillips, duly seconded, it was unanimousl 
voted that the Town Meeting Warrant be resolved at 10:03 P.M. 
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October 30,. 1990 
To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


Tonight's Special Town Meeting has been scheduled in order to 
allow voters to balance the Town's budget for Fiscal Year 1991, 
the current fiscal year. 


At the last town meeting in June, the Finance Committee submitted 
a budget proposal which anticipated state aid would be level 
funded. State funds to Hopedale, however, have been decreased by 
roughly $100,000 and therefor we must reconsider department 
spending levels. 


Additionally, more recent estimates of the revenues that will be 
collected in local receipts (mainly auto excise taxes) have been 
reduced by approximately $40,000. In total, we are presently. out 
of balance by the sum of these two amounts ($144,578 to be 
exact). 


To compensate for this reduced level of revenue, the Finance 
Committee is recommending that the spending levels of the Town's 
largest departments be reduced by 2.5 percent. This action, taken 
under Article 11, will allow us to realize a savings of $115,000 
and, together with $30,000 from other sources, will achieve a 
balanced budget for the Town. 


Specific recommended budget changes are as follows:

The Finance Committee believes these reductions are a reasonable 
response to our revenue shortfall. Within the past 5 years, 
expenditures of these departments have increased by 58%, an 
average annual increase of over 10%. In view of this, a 2.5% 
spending reduction does not appear to be either an unreasonable 
or impossible task. 25 


Other Articles on this Warrant which deal with finances: 


Article 5 seeks to allow for funding of a consultant to advise 
the Selectmen on the possible sale or lease of the Water Dept. 
The Finance Committee continues to recommend that the Selectmen 
explore the possibility of leasing this asset, and we are 
recommending FAVORABLE ACTION on this and that $5,000 from the 
Reserve Fund (under Article 12) be used to fund this Article. 


Also under Article 12, the Finance Committee is recommending that 
an additional $6,272 from the Reserve Fund be used to fund the 
Town's fire hydrant standby fees. We did not allow for this item, 
which was removed from the Fire Dept. budget, in the last town 
meeting. 


Article 13 deals with the Stabilization Fund, and we are 
recommending that $66,100 be transferred to the School Department 
to cover unforeseen costs for boiler replacements and temporary 
heating. Additionally, we recommend using $67,000 from this fund 
to provide a new heating system for the Library Building. 

If both of these recommendations are followed, the Town will have 
5165, 000 ,remainingwameathis Gund.

In a city, town or district which accepts the provisions of this 
section, any building hereafter constructed or hereafter substantially 
rehabilitated so as to constitute the equivalent of new construction 

and occupied in whole or in part for residential purposes and containing 
not less than four dwelling units including, but not limited to, lodging 
houses, boarding houses, fraternity houses, dormitories, apartments, 
townhouses, condominiums, hotels, motels and group residences, shall 

be equipped with an approved system of automatic sprinklers in 
accordance with the provisions of the state building code. In the 

event that adequate water supply is not available, the head of the fire 
department shall permit the installation of such other fire suppressant 
systems as are prescribed by the state building code in lieu of automatic 
sprinklers.

APRIL 1, 1991 


‘The Annual Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator Bernard J. Stock at 
7:30 P.M. At this time a moment of silence was held for those servicemen and 
women of the U.S. Military Forces serving in the Persian Gulf War.

There being a quorum present the Moderator read the warrant and:‘return. 


The Moderator then appointed counters for the evening, swore them in and 
proceeded as follows:

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HOPEDALE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
STATUS REPORT 
APRIL 1, 1991 


This report is intended to summarize recent deliberations of 
the Hopedale School Committee and to inform the Hopedale 
community about the current status of School Committee 
recommendations. 

Last year, after a rigorous campaign, our community turned down 
an override proposal and, as a result of the community's 
decision, our school system sustained program and personnel cuts. 
These cuts, as part of a succession of cuts during the last few 
years, continued to erode the education available to students in 
Hopedale. 

Severe budget limitations have continued to threaten the 
Viability of maintalining an quality - and accredited - education 
For our students.-In the face of this -threat, and in order to 
meet our charge of providing a quality education, during the last 
five month period the School Committee engaged in a painstaking 
analysis of options available to it to tuition students beyond 
the confines of our independent school system. In the course of 
those deliberations we formulated three impressions which led to 
the decision to remain as an independent school system: 

Lz That tuitioning to’ another school system, although 
presenting some attractive options for education, was not 
financially viable at this time 

2. That our townspeople expressed very mixed sentiment about 
effectively dissolving the Hopedale School System as it is now 

3. That despite mixed sentiment, there appears to be a renewed 
willingness in our community to make the necessary financial 
commitment to support a quality education in Hopedale. 

Concurrent with the above analysis, the School Committee has 
constructed the budget for the upcoming fiscal year. The 
Committee reached a firm consensus to submit to the town a budget 
which not only funds the level of programs currently in place- 
a level which we have deemed inadequate to the standard we wish 


for our students - but one which actually restores BB ave chat

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To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


Tonight we will not be dealing with any major financial 
issues (except for a Water and Sewer Department bonding article), 
because key components of the 1992 Fiscal Year Budget are not 
known at this time. For example, State aid to Hopedale will 
decrease again this year, by about $51,000 according to 
preliminary information, but final figures are not yet available. 
Additionally, information regarding insurance increases and town 
department personnel costs are just being finalized. 


A Special Town Meeting is scheduled for June 17th to address 
financial matters. 


Tonight's meeting is divided into two segments: a Special 
Town Meeting called to deal with matters relating to the current 
fiscal year and an Annual Town Meeting concerning routine annual 
articles (granting authority to boards, by-law changes, etc.) as 
well as new business to come before the town meeting. 


Several articles (Articles 2 - 5) on the Special Town 
Meeting Warrant relate to various unpaid bills which resulted 
from minor oversights and misunderstandings. The amounts are not 
substantial, and we should address these shortfalls. 


Recent federal regulation changes relating to the treatment 
of waste water have resulted in a proposal by the Water and Sewer 
Department to build a small facility to utilize ultraviolet 
light, instead of chlorine, in processing effluvium. This issue 
will be discussed under Articles 7 and 8. 


Article’ 10 concerns the filing of a Home Rule Petition at 
the state legislature. This will allow the town to circumvent 
provisions of the Procurement Act in regarding leased space at 
the Town Hall. 


On the Annual Town Meeting Warrant are several articles 


dealing with the position of Town Administrator. These articles 
were placed on the warrant at the request of petitioners, and the 
Finance Committee is unsure of their precise intent. Accordingly, 
we will not be making specific recommendations regarding these 
articles. However, our position on this matter is clear: we 
believe that some person, reporting to Selectmen, should be 
employed to attend to the various administrative, supervisory, 
and financial matters which surface routinely. The details of job 
title, specific duties, and compensation is properly a matter for 
the Board of Selectmen.

Article 16 of the Annual Town Meeting Warrant relates to 
allowing a member of the Board of Road Commissioners to work for, 
and get paid by, the Highway Department during snow removal 
operations. Last year we opposed this idea, since it introduces a 
potential conflict. This year, however, we support this measure. 
We think no problems will arise, and the annual authorization 
requirement from Town Meeting provides some measure of checks and 
balances.

Action on the our Fiscal Year 1992 budget was postponed from 
our April town meeting unti!] tonight because of significant 
uncertainty surrounding important budgetary information, 
primarily medical insurance costs and state aid figures. 


Unfortunately, we still face some questions as we approach 
July ist, and as arvresult, our peoposed budget outlined in these 
pages contains some assumptions and estimates with respect to 
these two items. As this is being written, the State Senate is 
working on a budget that restores some local aid that had been 
reduced in the House version of the budget. Recent information 
from the Department of Revenue is that final word on this matter. 
in the form of Cherry, SheetQ maitinegs. to acitves Jand itdwis.. is 
probably a month away. 


The Finance Committee budget before you assumes the ,town 
will receive $158.000 less in net loca) aid than we received in 
FY 1991. Hopefully, this is a conservative estimate. 


Another important question mark in the FY '92 budget relates 
to health insurance costs. A major increase in premium rates by 
the town's primary insurer, Blue Cross - Blue Shield, may lead to 
a reduction in the number of employees subscribing to this plan 
(employees pay 50% of BlueuCross)- Blue Shield plans). If 
enrollment falls below a certain percentage of eligible 
employees, this carrier may no longer offer coverage. The result 
would be that the town adopt an alternative insurance plan, at a 
COSteSaVings: Of perhaps $50,000, Avaine sat this» point wer can: « 
count on these savings, and our budgeted amount for medical 
insurance js based on cost figures for Blue Cross - Blue Shield 
coverage. 


Tentative plans are for the Selectmen to call a Town Meeting 
in September.

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Regarding the Finance Committee budget proposal for 1992, 
voters can see that with a few major exceptions, we are 
recommending funding levels that are about equal to those adopted 
for the current fiscal year. Accordingly, we anticipate no major 
negative impact on service levels. 


The largest budget gain (9.4%), is within the School 
Department, owing to the passage of a Proposition 2 1/2 override 
which raised the town's levy limit by 8.9%. Additionally, the 
Finance Committee is recommending a $88,000 purchase of two buses 
and a van for the School Department, to be funded through the 
issuance of a bond authorized under Article 14 of tonight's 
warrant.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 
Fiscal Year 1991 


The Board of Selectmen reorganized in March, 1991 with 
the election of Alfred Sparling. Eugene Phillips did not 
seek reelection having served as Chairman in the previous 
year before leaving the Board. Jaime Wagman assumed the 
duties as Chairman for the remaining period covered by this 
report. 


The Selectmen continued to meet the first and third 
Monday of each month for their regular meeting. Special 
meetings were held on a frequent basis to address specific 
issues with department heads and conduct collective 
bargaining sessions with municipal employee unions. 


The Board continued to act the routine business of the 
Town, including appointments, permits, licenses and public 
hearings as required by law. 


The Board of Selectmen addressed many issues and 
projects in the period of July 1, 1990 through June 30, 1991, 
including the following: 


*Accepted the resignation, under duress, of John A. 
Hayes from the position of Town Administrator. 


*Established and appointed members to the newly formed 
Personnel Committee. Directed the Committee to assist 
defining the future role for the Administrator’s position. 


*Conducted the annual classification hearing for fiscal 
1991 and voted to establish a residential tax rate of $13.25 
and an industrial/commercial tax rate of $25.59. 


*Successfully passed state legislation exempting Mei’s 
Diner from the requirements of the uniform procurement act, 
thus ensuring they remain in Town Hall for a period of two 
years. 
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*Worked cooperatively with the Hopedale Commission on 
Disabilities to construct a ramp to the Town Hall providing 
for handicapped access. The Selectmen graciously accepted a 
$10,000 gift from the Hopedale Foundation for this purpose. 


*Voted to support a Prop. 2 1/2 override question 
appearing on May 20, 1991 ballot question requesting 
additional funds for the School Department in the amount of 
$382,000. 


*Accepted the state law providing for enhanced 911 
emergency telephone service within the community. 


*Approved a collective bargaining agreement with the 
Call Firefighters Association expiring on June 30, 1992. 


*Agreed to a proposal by the Hopedale Access Committee 
providing for live television broadcast of Selectmen’s 
meetings. 


*A cafeteria plan option was offered to town employees 
reducing their taxable income by designating health insurance 
payments as a pre-tax benefit. 


*Met with the new owners of the Draper factory complex 
concerning their future plans for the facility. 


*Conducted several meetings with the Public Safety 
Building Committee to address concerns within the Police and 
Fire Departments. 


*Approved the lay out of the lots at the South Hopedale 
Cemetery with special thanks to Robert Hammond, Perry 
MacNevin and John Butcher. 


*Settled labor grievance proceedings with the Police, 
Local 164 providing for a 1.46% wage increase on June 30, 
LOOT. 


*Ceased actions on the sale of the Hopedale Water 
Department based upon prior town meeting actions and a ruling 
from the Inspector General’s Office. 


*Conducted a joint meeting with town departments, boards 
and committees to discuss future planning and municipal 
finances. Additional discussions took place on the possible 
regionalization of town services with the Towns of Upton, 
Mendon, Milford and Bellingham. 


*The first regionalization of services action was agreed 
to by several of our neighboring towns. A buying 
collaborative was formed to purchase gasoline and fuel oil 
resulting in a saving thousands of dollars to all Towns 
involved. 


*Accepted with regret the resignations of Barbara 
Thompson, Richard Palmer and Earl Simmons from the Council on 
Aging, Albert Carnaroli as Caretaker of the South Hopedale 
Cemetery, Edith Gaffney and David Felper from the Council on 
Arts, James Silva from the Finance Committee, Perry MacNevin 
as Assistant Building Commissioner, Paul Castiglione as 
Police Detective/Sergeant, Carl Bresciani and William Francis 
from the Public Safety Building Committee, and Lucille Damon 
from the Historical Commission. 


*Engaged in numerous discussions with department heads 
and the Finance Committee regarding preparations for the 
fiscal 1992 town budget, particularly in view of declining 
revenues. 


*Extended the collective bargaining agreement with the 
Hopedale Permanent Firefighters Association-Local 2225 
through June 30, 1993. 


*Began the process for developing a town-wide master 
plan addressing important issues such as land use, zoning 
and economic development. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to extend our heartfelt 
thanks to all town employees, town officials and volunteers 
who through their dedication to public service make it 
possible for us to continue to serve you.

Report of the Town Counsel for FY’91 


Fiscal year 1991 was a year in which the Town of 
Hopedale was involved in various types of litigation. 

The most time consuming matter was a civil action in the 
United States District Court brought by a disabled student 
seeking to have the Town pay certain special education costs 
which had not been paid in the past. This case was resolved 
by a settlement agreement favorable to the Town in which the 
Commonwealth agreed to pay a significant portion of the costs 
in question. 

Also during 1991 I continued defending the Zoning Board 
of Appeals in a case before the Housing Appeals Committee in 
Boston. In this case a developer sought to construct a 
housing development which contained some affordable housing 
units. Because of the proximity of this proposed development 
to Hopedale Airport, the Zoning Board of Appeals refused to 
grant a comprehensive permit and at the conclusion of the 
pending hearings the Housing Appeals Committee will rule as 
to whether the Zoning Board of Appeals was correct in making 
this decision. 

Another civil case in the Worcester Superior Court was 
terminated on a motion for summary judgement brought by the 
Town. This case was filed by the plaintiffs on the basis 
that the Town wrongfully allowed the construction and 
operation of a trucking terminal. 

I also settled a civil action in Middlesex Superior 
Court which was brought against the Planning Board by an 
engineering firm. This litigation was settled without any 
cost to the Town. 

During the past year I have also rendered legal 
opinions, drafted and reviewed various contracts and legal 
documents, attended meetings of various boards and provided 
miscellaneous services. 

I thank the Selectmen for reappointing me as Town 
Counsel and town employees, particularly the Town Hall staff, 
for their continued assistance.

FISCAL YEAR 1991 WAS AN EXTREMELY ACTIVE YEAR INVOLVING A CYCLICAL REVALUA- 
TION WHICH REPRESENTS AN IN HOUSE INSPECTION AND MEASURING OF AT LEAST 90% 
OF ALL PROPERTIES IN THE TOWN. THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS ALONG WITH A FEW OUT- 
SIDE FIELD WORKERS HAVE BEEN GATHERING STATISTICAL DATA FOR OVER A YEAR AND 
A HALF AND WE CAN SAFELY STATE THAT OUR DATA FILE IS CURRENTLY UP TO DATE. 


SOME PROPERTY OWNERS HAVE SOUGHT TAX RELIEF BY FILING ABATEMENT APPLICATIONS 
WITH THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS WITHIN 30 DAYS OF THE MAILING OF THE ACTUAL TAX 
BILL IN A FISCAL YEAR. THE BOARD MAKES A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION OF THE DATA 
AND VALUATION APPROACH PRIOR TO MAKING A DECISION. 


THE TOWN OF HOPEDALE WAS EXPERIENCING A BUDGET DEFICIT FOR FY91 THAT RESULTED 
IN OUR BOARD HAVING TO MAKE A MUCH DISCUSSED AND WEIGHTED DECISION TO RELEASE 
$100,000.00 OUT OF IT'S OVERLAY ACCOUNT THAT IS HELD IN RESERVE FOR PENDING 
ABATEMENT APPLICATIONS. THE LOCAL NEWSPAPER REGARDED OUR: BOARD AS "THE HEROS' 
OF THE DAY" FOR THEIR TIMELY DECISION AND IT WAS GREATLY APPRECIATED. NORMALLY 
WE ARE KNOWN AS "THE BAD GUYS". IT FELT GOOD TO BE "A GOOD GUY" FOR A CHANGE. 
WE KNOW IT DOESN'T APPEAR THAT WE WORK FOR YOUR BEST INTEREST BUT, THE MORE 
REVENUE WE CAN GENERATE THE LOWER YOUR TAX RATE WILL BE. 


WE CONTINUED THIS YEAR AS IN THE PAST TO VERIFY THE 1987 MAPPING PROGRAM TO 
DETERMINE FROM DEEDS, PLANS AND SURVEYS IF PROPERTIES HAVE BEEN ASSIGNED THE 
CORRECT LAND AREAS. 


ASSISTANT ASSESSOR FELICIA GAAL SPENT CONSIDERABLE TIME CORRESPONDING WITH 
REP. MARIE PARENTE, SEN. LOUIS BERTONAZZI AND MASS. ASSESSORS ASSOCIATION 
TO SUPPORT HER FINDINGS THRU EXTENSIVE RESEARCH THAT THE REGISTRY OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES IN IMPLEMENTING A NEW SYSTEM IN 1990 CREATED FISCAL HAVOC WITH ALL 
CITIES AND TOWNS THROUGH OUT THE COMMONWEALTH. IN OUR CASE THE TOWN LOST 
REVENUE AMOUNTING TO ABOUT $70,000.00 AT THE END OF THAT FISCAL YEAR. THE 
MONIES WERE MADE UP IN THE NEXT FISCAL YEAR, BUT, IT WAS AND STILL IS A 
BOOKKEEPING NIGHTMARE AS IT HAD BEEN PROJECTED INTO ANTICIPATED RECEIPTS 
WHEN BUDGETS WERE ESTABLISHED AND THE TAX RATE SET. 


AT THIS WRITING FELICIA IS MAKING A PRESENTATION TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 

TO SUPPORT HER ARGUMENT THRU THEIR ASSOCIATION AS THE REGISTRY IS STILL

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


SCHOOL YEAR 1990-1991 


By any standards, the 1990-91 school year was dramatic. As with many other aspects of 
government, most of the issues we confronted were rooted in the current economy. 


The year began with the School Committee wrestling with budget cuts that, by October, 
were 6.3% below the 1989-90 budget and required program cuts from its preliminary budget 
that totaled $741,000. Lost in this process were eleven full-time and eleven part-time 

positions equally affecting teaching and support staff. Of those, only the Health 
position was later spared. Combined with reductions of the previous ten years as 
respective Committees responded to dramatic enrollment changes, these cuts placed the 
once-proud Hopedale Schools perilously close to educational bankruptcy and signaled a 
series of immediate responses. 


The New England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC), the agency responsible 

for school accreditation notified us in December that Hopedale's accreditation status — 
due for renewal in 1991-92 - had been placed on warning. This was the first of a three- 
stage process that could result in the loss of accreditation. Much attention erroneously 
focused on two programs - Home Economics and Industrial Arts - during this discussion. 

In reality, it was the total impact and the effect on virtually every aspect of the 

high school that precipitated the NEASC concerns. 


The School Committee, expressing nearly equal concerns for program quality, range of 
educational opportunity, acontinuing and unsolved space need, visibly deteriorating 
school buildings, and budgetary concerns, stepped up its overtures to neighboring 
communities in an effort todetermine whether some form of cooperative venture would 
prove supportable under these difficult circumstances. The most promising (and divisive) 
of these possibilities involved tuitioning of students in Grades 9-12 to Holliston, a 
notion first broached in 1989. Support for the "Holliston Proposal" which had been 
building on educational grounds began to erode as the financial aspects became clearer 
and the impact of such a move on the Town's identity and property values were considered. 
The Committee conducted an unusual straw ballot in January which resulted in 3,234 
registered voters (28% of the electorate) registering their preference to remain 
independent by a margin of 536-327 and indicating as well, their willingness to support 
the additional funding necessary to do this. 


At a packed and emotional meeting in February, weary Committee members voted unanimously 
to shelve the "Holliston Proposal" and put all of their energies into developing a 
budget and revenue plan that would begin the healing and restoration process. 


In the midst of this, the Annual Elections saw a change in the School Committee. 

Mary Grady announced that she would not be a candidate for re- -election and stepped down 
after ten years of service. She was succeeded by Leonard Garabedian who joined the 
Committee in March. Richard Martin was elected to Chair the School Committee for the 
1991-92 term and Susan Hourihan was elected Vice-Chair. The newly composed Committee set 
about the tasks of confronting it with harmony, energy and commitment. The Committee met 
almost weekly between November and June in an effort to both become informed and to 
inform others as the wide range of issues moved across the agenda. 


‘ommittee members announced a $732,000 funding package that included a $382,000 
tverride in April. Renewing the alliance with the Hope For Hopedale Coalition, 
leveloping new relationships in Town Government that secured a favorable endorsement 

1£ both the Finance Committee and the Selectmen, forging a landmark agreement with the 
lopedale Teachers Association that saw negotiated salary increases postponed, and 
stablishing a difficult but necessary policy of no salary increases for all other staff, 
ere key elements of a month-long whirlwind effort that resulted in the passage of the 
iverride in May by a margin of 1,136-1,072, with a record voter turnout of 68%. All 


\£ this buoyed hopes that the schools - and the Town - had "turned the corner" 


“he time, energy and reportage that the above events involved served to divert attention 
From other aspects of the schools this year. To the extent that they masked the tireless 
hfforts of the smaller staff and the significant achievements of the larger student 

hody, that diversion was unfair. 


the Class of '91 posted achievements worth noting. Eighty percent of their numbers 
1ave plans for collegiate study in September, the highest acceptance rate in years. 
pounted among those acceptances are some of the most respected colleges in the country. 
Jopedale continues to produce National Merit echoes qualifiers at a rate that far 
sxceeds expectations with a member of this year's class attaining "commended" status.

The elementary schools were alive with activity this year and each announcement was 
nore compelling than the previous. Reading Recovery - a specialized reading program 
yioneered in New Zealand - was added to Books and Beyond, Community Read-In Day, Sustained 
silent Reading, and a rejuvinated Chapter I program as we continued our emphasis on 
-his critical skill. Our curricular initiatives in Global and Multicultural Education 
‘roved significantly forward this year and were featured on Middle-East Studies dinner 
in the fall and the International Day extravaganza at Town Park in May. P.A.C.E. 
volunteers contributed more than 3,500 hours of volunteer effort to the elementary 
schools ensuring the continuation of activities that could not have been conducted 
githout them. And, with all of this, our commitment to the foundation educational 
»xcellence for every child was maintained as the IOWA Achievement Tests continued to 
support. The average class composite performance on these tests continued to better 
che 88th percentile. 


[he inking of our first formal school-business partnership with Massachusetts Electric 
further extended our outreach effort to broaden the participation in school governance 

and benefits. Added to the already significant efforts put forth by P.A.C.E. at the 
2lementary school, Boosters Club at the High School, SPEAC in Special Education, 

jarmony Helpers for performing music, Governor's Alliance Advisory Committee for substance 
abuse concerns, the Hopedale Foundation for interscholastic athletics and the Hope For 
jJopedale Coalition, the Hopedale Schools have an enviable level of broad support that 

is essential for the newly-won initiatives to survive. 


Nhile we have many reasons to be proud, thankful, and optimistic this year, the clouds 
that linger insist that we have no basis for becoming complacent. The Town Meeting in 
June confirmed the broad support for restoring our schools to their pre-eminent position. 
Jn the other hand, the continued lagging economy and the dramatic reductions in the 
Commonwealth's financial commitment to local education makes the road ahead uncertain. 

Ne approach that road buoyed by the strength of our local support, confident in the 
ability and commitment of our staff, and hopeful of the potential that our new initiatives 
can provide. As we again confront the uncertain future we continue our pledge of the 

very best educational opportunity for each child that can be designed with the resources 
we are provided.

The Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District completed twenty-five 
years of educational service to its thirteen member towns on June 11, 1991. Since 

:ts opening in 1966 the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School 
nas delivered vocational-technical education to approximately 10,000 people (high 
school and adult students) throughout the region. The positive impact on industry, 
ousiness, individual lives and communities which comprise the regional school, has 
een most significant over the last one quarter century. 

\ School year 1990-91 was a typically successful year of operation. The vocational 
regional school district provided viable and applicable vocational-technical education 
for 682 high school students, 212 adults and 38 post secondary students. 

, The high school day program delivered a dual integrated Program of Study to 
Peale men and women (grades 9 through 12) which consisted of traditional academic 
study and specialized vocational-technical preparation for 180 days. Each day started 
at 7:55 a.m. and concluded at 2:00 p.m. from August 22, 1990 to June 11, 1991. 
Special education services were provided for 172 students. 

The evening school program for adults, seeking vocational-technical competencies 
414 programs) or avocational skills (12 programs), was available in the fall and spring 
semesters, Tuesday and Wednesday evenings. Financial support for adult education 
was sustained with fees paid by the participants. 

The ASSET Program, a model post-secondary collaborative venture with the Ford 
Motor Company and Quinsigamond Community College, continued to generate extra- 
ordinary interest of students seeking highly specialized automotive technology training 
‘in pursuit of an Associate Degree in Applied Technology. Tuitions paid by students 
loffset instructor salaries and other educational expenses. Ford-Mercury dealerships 
provided regular on-the-job training for all students engaged in the two-year Program 


of Study. 
The primary mission of the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District 


‘is focused on delivery of comprehensive, relevant and effective vocational-technical 
education for high school students. The remainder of this report illustrates clearly 
‘that school year 1990-91 maintained direction and continuity with the original purpose 
of the system. Likewise, citizens unfamiliar with the system may become apprised 


of the district as an educational resource.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
Hopedale I herewith submit the report of the Hopedale Fire 
Department for July 1, 1990 to June 30, 1991. 


FY'91 call volume increased by about 12% with the largest 
call volume increase in the area of emergency medical 
services and outside and brush fires due to the extremely dry 
and windy spring. The only call category which saw a decrease 
was in the area of false and faulty fire alarms which can be 
directly attributed to more stringent fire department 
requirements for system installation and requirements for 
alarm system owners to maintain a maintenance contract for 
cleaning and repair of the alarm system. Total response by 
apparatus for FY'91 was 410 responses and total responses and 
administrative services were 1,359. 


FY'91 was extremely hard budget year with a net fire 
department budget increase of $1,100.00 over the FY'90 
budget which allowed for neither capitol equipment 
replacement nor building repairs. A vehicle replacement plan 
must be developed as one of the pumper trucks is 31 years old 
and the second response pumper is 23 years old. For the town 
to maintain it's present insurance rate the department must 
maintain two Class A pumpers and one reserve pumper. The 
chief's car a 1985 Ford with over 115,000 miles is in poor 
condition and must be replaced. The 1979 rescue vehicle is 
also showing signs of wear in the form of body rot. 


The Public Safety Building floor continues to be a major 
problem as once again it's structural integrity is in 
question. The 20 ton ladder truck has been moved to the 
cellar to decrease the floor load over the police station. 
Housing the ladder in the cellar bay area has created a 
maintenance problem and an increased response time. There is 
little side or top clearance for the vehicle and housing it 
in the cellar is less than desirable. 
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A plan must be developed to start capitol repairs to the 
building in the form of floor, roof, and window replacement. 


Each year these problems continue to go uncorrected in the 
long run increase the ultimate repair cost. 

Day time manpower shortages continue to plague the department 
as well as dispatching coverage during fire calls. As stated 
in past years the only solution to this problem is increased 
permanent fire fighters during the day time hours and 
civilian dispatch within town or on a regionalized scale. 

In January of 1991 Call Fire Captain John C. Cutter died the 
department wishes to acknowledge Jack's 20 years of service 
as a officer and call fire fighter for the Town of Hopedale 
and his great love and dedication to the Town in his many 
capacities.

FISCAL 91 _ ANNUAL REPORT 


Fiscal 91 brought the first financial and service cuts to the 
department since proposition 2 1/2. The department took a 5.8% 
cut for fiscal 91 and a projected 8.36% cut for fiscal 92, a 
total of 14.16% in two years. The total financial loss to the 
department will amount to over $55,000.00. The reduction 
forced the removal of one officers position, seriously cutting 
the over time account and the failure to purchase new police 
vehicles. 


Considering the fact that we still have not answered the 
required lock up issue. Still are located in a questionably 
safe building, that fails to meet even basic space and security 
needs. Have not been able to provide an adequate police 
dispatching service. Have eliminated most tralning, policy / 
procedure growth, have eliminated most required equipment 
updating and or maintenance / repair, and have started a rapid 
decline in available police response time. I am of the opinion 
that the Hopedale Police Department is on a quick path of 
failing to meet even the basic law enforcement needs for the 
community. 


I, as well as most of you fully understand the required 
financial reductions. If the money is not available you simply 
can not spend it. However, to continue to take from department 
"A", to build department "B", because you had taken from 
department "B"“, to build department "C" that you had originally 
taken from to build department "A" in the first place, is as 
foolish as it sounds. Most importantly it must be stopped and 
seriously addressed. 


The Town of Hopedale can not afford to maintain a full time 
Police Department, Fire Department, Highway Department, Water / 
Sewer Department and School Department. It simply can not be 
done. By the formation of a regional police force, we could 
maintain the cost and provide a better law enforcement service 
to the residents. We need to go in that direction as we are 
quickly running out of time. 


A regional police force could and would be the answer. Each 
participating community would benefit financially as well as 
professionally. There is little doubt that any "talks" about 
forming a regional department with any community will bring out 
immediate "negatives" pertaining to preservation and 
independence of the community, as well as the relinquishment of 
"control" etc. And it is possible that some of the above may be 
lost, but it will be offset by the betterment of the service 
rendered at a substantially lower cost. 


What ever statement is made for or against the regional concept, 
one thing remains very clear, it must be left to the voters 

to decide. That is where each of the residents must become 
involved. If you are tired of the constant "budget problems" 
you must act. You must review the regional concept and demand 
it be put to vote. You must notify your family, friends and 
associates that reside in the neighboring communities to force 
the issue onto ballot as well. Regionalization can and wil] 
work, but only if YOU want it, and only if YOU make it happen. 


Obviously this has not been the "normal" departmental annual 
report. It was not intended to be. The normal would have been 
of simple numbers and advising you of what we have or have not 
done. That message, while maybe important, falls well below the 
importance of saving the community from bankruptcy. That was and 
hopefully is the message that we have brought to you. 


As always, I thank the residents, Town Boards and Departments 
for their assistance and support, with a special thank you to 
the members of the Hopedale Police Department for another year 
of dedicated service.

Report of the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners 
Fiscal year 1991 


The Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners continued to 
hold their monthly meetings to conduct regular business on 
the second Monday each month at 7:00 P.M. in the Draper Room 
of the Town Hall. The Board held special meetings throughout 
the year to deal with issues as the need arose. Chairman 
Harold Anderson did not seek reelection and Paul Lawson was 
elected to the Board, with Aldo Tarca being nominated as 
Chairman at the reorganizational meeting. 


The Board reviewed various plans and discussed and 
approved basic maintenance and repair work to the water and 
sewer systems. The Commissioners took action and addressed 
many issues and projects, including the following items: 


*Accepted John A. Hayes resignation as Administrator to 
the Board. 


*Entered into a contract with Agresource of Merrimack, 
Massachusetts, for sludge management and composting. As this 
board has made ecology a priority, it should be noted that 
this approach is environmentally sound as opposed to 
incineration. 


*The Hopedale Housing Authority connected into the 
municipal sewer system. 


*Former employee Robin Phipps resigned her full-time 
position as she became a mother. After reviewing in excess 
of seventy-five applications, Donna Lamphere of Franklin was 
hired as Bookkeeper/Clerical Assistant. 


*The Williams Street water tank was completely 
sandblasted and painted inside. 


*As the E.P.A. changed their effluent limitations for 
total residual chlorine and informed the town that if they 
did not comply they would be subject to severe fines which 
could accrue daily, the Board voted to proceed with the 
installation of an ultra-violet treatment system which would 
cost in the vicinity of $280,000.00. 


*The Board reluctantly voted to increase the sewer rates 
to fund the ultra-violet project from .0125 per cubic foot to 
-0195 until the project is paid for. 


The Town of Hopedale is an Equal Opportunity Employer 
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*On South Main Street 1500 feet of 8" water main was 
cleaned, starting at the Hopedale line. This work increased 
water flow by approximately 200 gallons per minute. 


*Water Department Foreman Leo Barrett requested the 
Board institute a mandatory outside meter program for all 
residential homes throughout town. The Board voted in favor 
of this program thereby saving on overtime. 


*Work commenced on the water chemical change over 
process from soda ash to potassium hydroxide fer corrosion 
CONCLOL, 


*The Greene Street well rehabilitation project was 
successfully completed. 


*Commissioner Ansart reviewed plans for the ultra-violet 
treatment system at the Waste Water Treatment Plan as 
submitted by the consulting engineers and developed changes 
which should save the rate payers in the vicinity of 
$20,000.00. 


*The Board commenced discussions with the Town of Mendon 
Water Commissioners and the Milford Water Company relative to 
the inter-town agreement which expired. 


*The Water Department commenced flushing of hydrants 
within town in the evening hours thereby dramatically 
reducing any complaints or problems associated with the 
process. 


*James Lauzon and Richard Hoberg, employees at the Waste 
Water Treatment Plant, developed Sewer Installation 
Guidelines for the Town of Hopedale which were adopted by the 
Board. 


The Commissioners extend their sincere thanks and 
appreciation to the employees of the Water and Sewer 
Departments, General Office staff, Board of Road 
Commissioners, Highway Department employees and all of the 
departments and town officials who have assisted us in the 
performance of our duties.

Report: 


Fiscal Year 1990-1991 once again brought changes to the Bancroft Memorial Library. 
Most importantly, due to budget restraints, was the closing of the library on 
Saturdays during the winter session. There were also changes in staff and trustees. 
Nancy Cyr, trustee, resigned her position in October after two years of service. 
Marcia Sweet was appointed to fill the vacated spot by the Board of Selectmen.In 
March, all three trustees were re-elected: Mr. David Williams, for the three-year 
term; Mr. James Kenney, for the two-year term; and Mrs. Marcia Sweet, for a one-year 
term. Mr. Williams currently serves as Chairman of the Board, Mr. Kenney as the 
Vice-Chairman, and Ms. Sweet as Recording Secretary. Deborah Dalton resigned and 
was replaced by Janet Jacaruso. Todd Hixon and Kristen Lemerise left, and Jaime 
Dalton was hired to work in the Children's Room. Scott Conlin resigned as 
custodian, and his brother,. Matthew, was hired to. fill the position. 


The library has now completed a full year using the three-week .loan- period with no 
automatic renewals. The above figures.thus present an accurate count of circulation.

The Bancroft Memorial Library is continuing with much-needed renovations. Topping 
the list is the installation of a new gas heating system. Monies from the 
Stabilization Fund in the amount of $67,000 were appropriated for this project. 

A Study Committee was formed, headed by Mr. Williams. Members were Francis 

Hanam and William Englund. The architectural firm that designed the system was 
Haynes, Lieneck, and Smith of Ashby. The contract was awarded to Barbato Const. 
Co. of Easton whose bid was $50,437. Also, windows were reglazed and painted this 
past year. 


The Friends of the Library again donated many useful items to the library. These 
included a new set of Encyclopedia Britannica, glass for the table in the 

trustees' room, the Civil War video tapes, a paper cutter, an oak file cabinet, a 
new vacuum, and passes to the Danforth Museum, the New England Wild Flower Society, 
and the Worcester Science Center. Additionally, the Friends framed a picture of the 
library and paid for repairs on the grandfather clock and lawn mower. During 
National Library Week in April, the Friends held a drawing, and two patrons won 
books. The Friends held another successful Book and Bake Sale in October. Other 
programs, both held in April, included a presentation on the beautification of 
Spindleville Pond by Walter Swift, and a clean-up day at the library. At this time, 
they purchased grass seed, fertilizer, and flowers for the grounds. Maureen Lutz 
donated a dogwood tree. 


Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley, Childrens'Librarian, conducted a noteworthy summer reading 
program. "A Summer Feast" was available to children through Grade Six. Nineteen 
children registered and read 452 books. In the "read-to-Me" program, 29 children 
enrolled and read a total of 526 books. In conjunction with the theme, Debbie 

Dalton and Elaine Malloy conducted six story hours for pre-schoolers. At the 
conclusion of the program, "Mr. Magichead", a magician, entertained all participants. 


Story hours played a major role in activities held at the library this year. Debbie 
Dalton conducted three six-week sessions- one in the fall, one in the winter, and 
one in the spring. All story hours, both for pre-schoolers and toddlers, required 
pre-registration and were limited to fifteen children. Children's Book Week in 
November was also observed. 


The schools in Hopedale and the Bancroft continue to enjoy a working relationship. 
Both Mrs. Hattersley and Mrs. Malloy participated in the Celebrity Reading Day on 
April 10, 1991, and read to different classes.Additionally, Mrs. Wagman's fifth 
grade Social Studies class visited the library to obtain information for their 
International Day projects. Miss Miner and two sixth grade classes visited the 
library to learn how to use the Periodical Guide to Literature. The library opened 
specifically to accomodate the school's schedule. Many videos and films were 

also borrowed by teachers to enrich their curriculum. 


Mrs. Malloy attended a three-week workshop on cataloging and a two-day Mass. 
Library Convention in Springfield. She also attended a meeting at the State House 
in Boston. She has also been involved in a nine-month project that will outline 

a long-range planning agenda for the library. 


The Book Review and Discussion Group remains a popular adult program. This group 
meets monthly with an average attendance of eight to ten.

The State office has since 
returned the forms with additional information re- 
quirements. This information is being gathered and 
the forms will be resubmitted to the State office 
in the coming autumn. 


Several boxes of papers, pictures etc. currently stored 
at Town Hall have been sorted by the Commission with the 
intent of displaying them in the Little Red Shop when re- 
pairs are completed. 


The Commission was advised that the large bell once used 
to call people to work at the Draper Mill is still in 
place. The Commission is interested in acquiring this 
bell and placing it on permanent display adjacent to the 
Little Red Shop.

The Housing for Elderly, Project 667-C known as Griffin-Dennett 
Apartments, consists of eighty apartments and is managed according to 
regulations set forth by the Executive Office of Communities and 
Development. 


The Authority meets on the second Thursday of each month and the 
Annual meeting is held on the second Thursday in March. The Authority 
held twelve regular meetings and three Special meetings during 1990. 


The Autherity awarded the Contract in May of 1990 for the sewer 
tie-in project and all work was completed in September. The pumping 
system has been eliminated and the two projects now feed directly into 
the town system. 


The repaving of all parking areas and sidewalks at both projects 
was begun under another Modernization Grant from EOCD. The contract 
was awarded in November but due to winter conditions the work was 
posEponed suntEL] Apri’ of 91991. 


Several porch roofs were repaired at Dennett apartments and 
interior hall work done also. 


In September the residents formed a Tenant's Association and will 
meet on a monthly basis for activities and social affairs. 


Income limits for admittance were raised in 1990 by EOCD but 
asset limits remain the same. The current waiting list has increased 
and local residents are still given preference according to regulations. 


Due to financial problems in the Commonwealth, all housing authorities 
were directed to cut operating budgets by 5%. This resulted in maintenance 
and services being downgraded to meet the requirements. Several of the 


maintenance projects anticipated were eliminated and cannot be addressed 
until restrictions are removed by EOCD.
